DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-14, drawn to a circuit for control of an output current in an active 
biological control reaction system, classified in class 702, subclass 116. 

II. Claims 15-20, drawn to a circuit for control of an output in a multiple unit 
cell array, classified in class 702, subclass 19. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

The inventions of Group I and II are distinct because the invention of Group I is 
directed to a control circuit with row and column selection transistors without any 
specifics as to what is being controlled other than the need for rows and columns. The 
Group II invention also has row and column select transistors but is directed to the 
control of a unit cell type array with unit cells including a return electrode. Such a 
return electrode in particular limits the primary disposition of any electric fields to within 
the unit cell where the field is produced between some type of output electrode and said 
return electrode. Also, Group II is specific for array control which is not stated in any 
Group I claims. Thus, the control circuits of Group I and II are distinct in that they are 
directed to controlling different reaction system arrangements. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
